SAVANNAH, Ga.—(^P)—The news- 


print committee of the Southern News- 
paper Publishers Association Monday 
announced it had taken active steps 
toward erection of a mill to manufac- 
ture newsprint from Southern pine. 


After inspecting the experimental 


plant here where Dr. Charles H. Her- 
ty developed th? process of making 
paper from pine logs, the committee 
decided to employ noted paper mill 
engineers to survey the situation. Thc 
survey probably will require from six 
weeks to two months. If thc report 
is favorable, the first mill could be 
'finished,

Herty. perfected a process last winter 
for making white paper out of South- 
ern pine. You will recall that nine 
Georgia daily newspapers made a trial 
run on this newsprint; and it was de- 
clared successful. Thc Star still has 
on display at its office, 212-214 South 
Walnut street, copies of all those nine 
Georgia dailies printed on Southern 
pine paper. 


Today we learn that the Southern 


Newspaper Publishers association is 
proposing to back Dr. Herty in con- 
struction of a regular commercial mill 
for manufacture of newsprint. Rep- 
resentatives of Scripps-Howard and 
Hearst, the 'wo 
largest 
newspaper 


groups in America, 
indicated 
they 


would join in tne venture. 


This may be »he biggest industrial 


news in the mc<lern history of the 
South. 


All the millions of acres of South- 


ern p'"c timber, particularly the young 
timber not over J<i years old, would 
find a brand new market, in the 
presses of America's 2,000 daily news- 
papers. Even a small paper like The 
Star today uses 40 tons of newsprint 
a year. 


All these years newsprint has been 


manufactured fronu Northern spruce. 
Southern pine had too much resin- 
content to make satisfactory white 
paper, the chemists said. It makes 
good kraft or brown wrapping paper, 
there being a big kraft mill at Cam- 
den, and several others further down 
the Ouachita river, at Monroe and at 
Bastrop, La. 


But now Dr. Herty has solved the 


riddle of resin—and a new market 
and a new day are waiting on thc 
giant forests of the South.

Roosevelt will talk to the nation over 
the air Thursday night :at 8:30 o'clock 
Central Standard Time, (Hops time), 
presumably to give a report on the 
state of the nation's affairs.

Harriman Hosiery Mills, whose Blue 
last week for alleged violation of the 
hosiery code. Monday closed down its 
plant and threw 653 employes out oi 
work. 


T. Asbury Wright Jr., attorney for 


the mills, released a letter written to 
Administrator Hugh S. Johnson whicl 
charged that "we are convinced that 
through boycotting and every other 
means at your disposal you have set 
cut to wreck this concern." 
• "We would like to know," Wright 
wrote Johnson, "if the Blue Eagle is 
tlie property of the law-abiding citi- 
zens of the United States, or if he is 
a plaything to be held over the heads 
of honorable and decent employers 
as a cudgel to browbeat and bulldoze 
them into surrendering their consti- 
tutional rights for the benefit of out- 
side agitators whose only purpose is 
to exploit labor for their own per 
sonal gain." 


The Blue Eagle was taken from the 


mills on recommendation of the Nat- 
ional Labor Board which charged mill 
cfficials with refsing to bargain col- 
lectively with its employes. The con- 
troversy started last October when a- 
bout 300 employes wene on a strike, 
claiming the mill refused to reinstate 
23 workers ofr joining 
Workers Textile Union.

LITTLE ROCK -(ff)— 
With many 


voices raised in disapproval the gin- 
ners of Arkansas, Missouri and Ill- 
inois met here Tuesday to consider 
a proposed marketing agreement for 
the ginning industry. 


J. R. Bertig, Paragould ginner,, en- 


livened the meeting with a declara- 
tion that the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration (AAA) "was intended 
to help the farmer, but the ginner 
must be protected and at present this 
agreement isn't worth a darn." 


He asserted "an absolute agrement 


was made in Washington," but ap- 
pears to have been changed. 


James A. Kennedy of the legal de- 


partment of the AAA, presideing offi- 
cer, interrupted to say that he be- 
lieved Bertig's rererence was to C. A. 
Cobb, chief of thc cotton production 
section of the AAA, and thought that 
Cobb did not intend the agreement 
to be made a-contract until signed by 
the ginners. 


The code as proposed would require 


ginners to pay the growers "not less 
than 90 per cent of the average grade 
value of seed purchased." 


Henry Moore, Jr., Texarkana, attor- 


ney for the Arkansas Ginners asso- 
ciation, objected to the section which 
defined "books and records" of gin- 
ners, which he contended would al- 
low inspection of books not related to 
ginning when the ginner under in- 
spection had other business activities.

Franks Convicted, 


Is Given 18 Years 


Found Guilty of Slaying 


0. H. Dillon Near Lit- 


tle Rock April 29 


LITTLE ROCK — (ff)— Earl Franks, 


28, charged with murder .in connec- 
tion with the slaying of O. H. Dil- 
lion at the Frank's home the night of 
April 29, was convicted by a circuit 
court jury here Tuesday and senten- 
ced to 18 years in prison. 


The case was said to be one of the 


most unusual here in several years, 
because the wife of the defendant was 
the only witness to the shooting. The 
Supreme Court has held that a man't 
wh'e may not testify either for or a- 
gainst him in a criminal case, except 
where an injury has been committed 
against the wife or her property. 


The dying statement of Dillion was 


introduced and conflicted in many de- 
tails with the story of the events 
which was related by Franks. 


Franks, his wife and Dillion spen 


the early part of the evening at Mot- 
or Inn, roadhouse on the Memphis 
highway, where Franks was said to 
have been quarrlesome and boisterou 
telling the manger that he was "Dil- 
linger" and that he had "Pretty Boy 
Floyd" along as a companion. 


R. M. McCray, former operator ol 


Motor Inn told of the visit of the trio 
lo the place. The three then apparent- 
ly drove to Franks' home, where the 
shotting occurod. Patrolmen Prewit 
and Dcmpsey, who wore investigating 
a case about half a block from the 
Franks home, heard the shots and 
went to the scene. They found Dillion 
in the rear seat of Franks car. Franks 
said he shot in self-defense, they tes- 
tified. 


Dillion, who was taken to St. Vin- 


cent's infirmary, wher later his broth- 
er, B. M. Dillion visited him and ob- 
tained the deathbed 
statement 
in 


which the wounded man said Franks 
shot him without cause. The statement 
was introduced and was substantiated 
by Miss Kathleen Buchanan, nurse.

opinion and his very identity, in or- 
der to have others say he is nice and 
kind and good. He might do it even 
to atract unfavorable attention, for at- 
tention is meat and drink to the grow- 
ing child—pleasant or unpleasant. 


Winning Attention 


If a mother suspects that ever-gen- 


erosity on the part of her child is such 
a maneuver, she can't face him with 
it. or scold. He simply would not un- 
derstand. It may be that she even in- 
sults him by calling him a spineless 
sissy or a silly dunce or whihs him, 
and he might in an extreme case even 
like it. It is at least ATTENTION. 


A miracle might be worked if she 


watches her chance and praises him 
in no uncertain terms for some small 
act of self-defense without adding a 
lecture. All children have a right to 
defense. No one expects them to be 
perpetual martyrs, and they shouldn't 
be. They will only bring down con- 
tempt on themselves if they recome 
supine and jelly-like. If a child gets 
praise sufficient to satisfy him for 
one act, he may try it again. In other 
words, do not accent his failures by 
scolding, but, his ventures at holding 
his own by: praise. 


Encouraging Generosity 


Naturally we want to encourage 


generosity in children—especially in 
the ruthless' ones. And generosity can 
go a good way before I'd dream of 
discouraging one small atom of it.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT NO. 19 


Referred (o the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as aii Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the Stale for approval or rejection 
at the noxt general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
kalisas, lo-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas he amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting (hcreon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly.SECTION III. 
Excepting monies

000,000.

has ben around 41,000,000.

In any event the maximum reduction 


next year under the voluntary reduc- 
tion program is 25 per cent of the 
base average of around 40,000,000 acre., 
as compared to the 40 per cent aimed 
at this year.

AMENDMENT NO. 20 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular

Be it resolved by the Senate of the 


State of Arkansas and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to:

I posed as n amendment to the Consti- 
1 tution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors

ators and Representatives, if a major-
